Council Approves Reser voir 
.Complete With Courts 


Council Monday night app- 
roved, by a vote of 5 - 2, 
a bid of $185,064 from M & 
M Construction Ltd, for a 
two million gallon water 
storage reservoir which 
will includé three tennis 
courts located on the roof 
of the facility, The site of 
this project is just a short 
distance east of Sunset 
Boulevard and will ease the 
town’s borderline water 
supply situation, 

There was no such thing 
as unanimity on this ques- 
tion as the topic was being 
discussed, One point of con- 
tention was the tennis courts 
Councillor Kambouroff was 
of the opinion that the alter- 
nate price for a storage 
reservoir only of $177,564 
should be accepted and, 
“Jet’s put up tennis courts 
elsewhere, in a more suit- 
able setting and possibly for 
less money,’’ he concluded, 

While dialogue was going 
on, town engineer J, Man- 
daag directed council’s att- 
ention to a letter from the 
Department of the Environ- 
ment, signed by R, N, 
Briggs, chief scientific offi- 
cer whose letter says in 
part, ‘‘Please be advised 
that the approval of the store 
age reservoir is being with- 
held until such time as we 
have received confirmation 
that the town is proceeding 
with the sewage treatment 
facilities previously out. 
lined,’’ 

A cry of ‘‘blackmail’’ en- 
sued from some ofthe coun- 
cillors, ‘‘They can’t tell us 
what we can and cannot do,”’ 
said another, When tempers 
settled down, the stabilizing

District No, 3 has rescind- 
ed a motion passed last 
week to go to the polls to 
seek $57,000 over its all-

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The Editor: 

I believe that there is a 
lesson to be learned, by 
farmers large and small, 
from the Peter J, Divizich 
story. 

According to an article 
by George Baker and Ron 
Taylor in the 1972 March 13 
issue of ‘'The Nation” (U.S,) 
Peter J. Divizich came to 
the U.S.A. from Yugoslavia 
in 1915 and settled in one 
of the richest farm land 
areas in the world. . the 
San Joaquin valley of south- 
ern California ... where 
he acquired a 30 acre prune 
orchard, 

With a great deal of hard 
work and good management, 
Mr. Divizich became a suc- 
cessful farmer. . .sosucc- 
essful, in fact, that he was 
able to buy out many of his 
neighbors and expand iis 
operation so that, by 1965, 
he farmed 5,000 acres and 
owned his own storage sheds 
and packing houses, That 
year he turned to Neggblade- 
Marguleas, California’s 
largest marketer of fruits 
and vegetables, to market 
his grapes, 

After one year, he beeame 
unhappy with H-M’s perfor- 
mance, dropped them, and 
immediately begin to suffer 
market reverses that were 
to be the beginning of his 
economic downfall, By 1968 
the Bank of America took 
over the management of his 
farm and his debt doubled 
to nine million dollars. The 
bank foreclosed and sold his 
farm . to Heggblade- 
Marguleas, after H=-M paid 
another grower $500,000 to 
withdraw his bid! 

In 1970 H-M was acquired 
by Tennaco, a multi-national 
conglomerate best known for 
its natural gas pipeline hold- 
ings, but also holder of: ex- 
tensive oil and gas leases in 
the North Sea and Indonesia; 
control of Houston National 
Bank; Newport News; Ship- 
building Drydock Co.; 24% 
interest in Philidelphia Life 
Insurance Co.; builders of 
Case farm equipment; man- 
ufacturers of fertilizer and 
packaging materials; as wel} 
as ownership or contro! of 
1,600,000 acres of land in 
California, New Mexico, and 
Arizona, where it carries 
out extensive farming and 
ranching operations, and 
develops new towns and sub- 
divisions, (Globe and Mail, 
Nov, 2, 1970). 

Peter J. Divizich sued, 
charging mismanagement of 
his farm, and the trial jury 
awarded him $400,000 half 
to be paid by the Bank of 
America and half by Tenn- 
aco,

that Peter J. Divizich was 
himself a vertically inte- 
grated operator who, while 
feeling comfortably secure, 
fell victim to the processes 
that govern our society, 

Mr, Divizich was not the 
type of farmer that would 
have been inclined to be- 
come a member of a far- 
mers’ union, 

Perhaps today he may be 
wishing he had.

ended happily for the Chris- 
tian group and their living 
faith in arisen Saviour made 
a lasting impression on the 
defence lawyer, Dr, Hade 
jiantoniou by the call of God 
was led to give up his legal 
practice and to prepare to 
become a minister of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ, 

Theological studies took 
Dr. Hadjiantoniou to Cam- 
bridge, England where he 
received training for the 
ministry and his M.A, de= 
gree. From Cambridge he 
went to the University of 
Edinburgh where he succ- 
essfully completed the Ph, D, 
Degree in History, 

With World War 11 in 
progress Dr. Hadjiantoniou 
could not return immediate 
ely to his native Greece so 
he was ordainedinthe Pres- 
byterian Church in England 
and served as a minister 
there for four years, At 
the end of the war he re- 
turned to Greece with his 
wife and served as minis- 
ter to a Greek Presbyter- 
ian Church in Athens for 16 
years, During this time he 
also served a term as the 
Moderator of the General
